Evanston got its first taste of the 
outlawry that has been sweeping Chi- 
cago when a young gunman yester- 
day shot and killed Detective. James 
Shea and was himself shot down by 
Detective Sergt.

The murderer is in the Evanston 
hospital with three bullets in his lungs. 
He may live. 

The gunman gave his name as Don 
Valentine of Canada. A military pass 
in his pocket, however, bore the name 
of Porter, with initials that looked 
like C. W. Before the shooting he 
had claimed to be the brother-in-law of 
Denis H. Grady, an attorney for the 
Illinois Steel company. 

The shooting occurred in the Karger 
clothes shop at 814 Davis street, in 
the heart of the Evanston business 
district.

All Allies Back 
the U.S. 


AMSTERDAM, Feb. 25-~Speaking 
before the reichstag today, the im- 
perial German chancellor, Count von 
Hertling, made this declaration: 

“I can fundamentally agree with the 
four principles which, in President Wu. 
son’s view, must be applied in a mutual 
exchange of views, and thus declare 
with President Wilson that a general 
peace can be discussed on such a basis. 

“Only one reserve need be made in 
this connection—these principles must 
not only be proposed by the president 
of the United States but also must 
actually be recognized by all states and 
peoples. 

“No Impartial World Court.” 

But this goal has not been reached. 
There is, still no court of arbitration 
established by all the nations for the 
preservation of peace in the name of 
justice. When President Wilson ine 
dentally says that the German chan 


cellor is speaking to the tribunal of the 


entire world, I must decline this. 
tribunal as prejudiced, joyfully as I 
would greet it, if an impartial court 
of arbitration existed, and gladly as. 
1 would coBperate to realize such 


of leading powers of the eritente. 
England's war aims are stil! thorough- 
ly imperialistic and she wants to im- 
pose on the world a peace according 
to England’s good pleasure. 
When England talks about the peo- 
ples’ right of self-determination,. she

Can't Increase Grops. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
agricultural experts, both national and 
state, and of producers of food that it 
is not possible this year largely to in- 
crease the total amount of food raised 
in the United States. Most of 
think that the farmers of the co — 
will do well if they turn out as much 
foog as last year. That does not mean 
that no more wheat will be raised this 
year than last, for instance. But if the 
wheat crop is larger it is certain that 
some other crop will be smaller. 

The reason why it will not be possi- 
ble largely to increase the total food 
crops is the increasing shortage of 
farm labor. A large number of farm 

fs have volunteered or been 
drafted into the army and navy. In 
the aBgregate they probably number 
several hundred thousand. 

A second large number of laborers 
have been drawn away from the farms 
by the high wages paid by munitions 
and other factories. 


Million Men Needed. 


‘Altogether, there is a shortage of 
. | more than 1,000,000 laborers on the 
K farms of the United States, as com- 
| pared with normal times. 

Various plans for . up this 
| shortage will be discussed in future 
Articles, None of them will do more 
than partially fill the gap. 

It remains certain that, to get more 
food for our armies and for our alles, 
the stay at home population of the 
United States must save more food of 
the kind suitable for export. 

The results of voluntary observance 
of the rules and suggestions of the 
food administration during the last few 
months have not been, speaking broad- 
ly, satisfactory or successful, Nearly 
per cent more pork, for instance, 
has deen consumed in the United 
( States than during normal times. The 
consumption of wheat flour, taking the 
Whole population as a unit, has In- 
ertased rather than fallen off. a 


Chicagos Case Cited. 

‘Take the situation in Chicago as an 
example. The hotels and restaurants 
have obeyed the meatless and wheat- 
less rules with few exceptions. They

Volunteers went over the side of the 
Prospero in three surf boats and four 
dories. Shooting the breakers, the 
flotilla worked under the lee of the 
Florize] and helped the two women and 
the forty-two men into the boats. A 
landing under the cliffs was impossible 
and the return trip to the Prospero 
against the heavily running seas was 
accomplished with difficulty. 

The dories of the fishermen were 
handled by specially picked dorymen, 
and they placed their human freight 
aboard the rescue fleet without a single 
loss. 

After making Sure that no one was 
left alive on the wrecked liner the 
fleet put about and headed for St. 
John’s. |
